The pro- 
tests of the officers and priests forced 
Ruiz to undertake the third execution, 
but he did little better than his assist- 
ant had done. Then Ruiz literally fled 
from his. post, leaving his assistants to 
put to death the fifth unfortunate Cu- 
ban, who suffered the same agonizing |.

Canaigre. 
The following cultural directions are 
from Bulletin No. 105 of Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Berkeley, pre- 


pared by Prof. E. W. Hilgard: 


“As regards climate, it should be un- 
derstood that in California, the plant 
starts its growth from the root with 
the first rains, in October or November; 
Teaches bloom about the end of Janu- 
ary or first part of February, perfects 
its seed about April amd dies down to 
the ground in May; varying according 
to the winter temperature and the ad- 
vent of spring warmth. 

As to soil, the presumption is, that 
like other root crops it will do best 
in light soils, which it seems to occupy 
naturally by preference. Yet it is 
made a good normal growth in the 
heavy black adobe of the Economic 
Garden at this station, which, how- 
ever, has, of course been kept well 
tilled. It appears therefore to be quite

Propagation.— The easiest way to 
obtain a stand of the canaigre is to 
plant the smaller roots obtained in har- 
vesting the crop. These develop rapidly 
and when irrigated will quadruple 
their weight in one season; they will 
also in that case produce seed abun- 
dantly. One marked peculiarity of the 
roots, remarked upon by all reports, 
is that when cut, the upper portion 
(the one having the root crown) will 
reconstruct its lower part by new 
growth which differs markedly from 
the older by its smoothness. 

When irrigated the roots will stand 
close planting, say nine or ten inches 
apart in rows thirty inches apart, as 
in the case of sugar beets. Canaigre 
roots will sometimes remain in the 
ground during several successive dry 
years without injury, growing as soon 
as the needful moisture comes. This in- 
dicates the mode of keeping the roots 
for seed, viz.: in dry sand or loam, in 
a dry place. When kept in piles for any 
length of time, the canaigre root heats 
and spoils even quicker than the sweet 
potato. 

Cultivation will, it must be presumed, 
not differ materially from that of the 
Sugar beet, except that there will be 
‘no thinning needed; and as in the case 
of the latter, only a few cultivations 
will be required to subdue weeds and to 
maintain good tilth in the rainless sum- 
mer climates in which it is at home. 
The Arizona station prescribes that to 
secure the largest yield the planting 
should be done before the first of Oc- 


tober (in that climate,) and the soil: 


moistened and plowed; then the roots 
dropped and covered with a potato 
planter adjusted to suit the case. The 
crop should be irrigated from four to 
six times, and some implement of the 
two-horse cultivator style run through 
the rows after each irrigation.’ 

The amount of irrigation that should 
be given will, of course, vary accord- 
ing to the kind of soil and the natural 
moisture, it seems that too much 
water depresses the tannin percentage

OUR DRIED FRUIT IN GERMANY. 
A recent report made by a United 
States consul in Germany to the De- 
partment at Washington discloses some. 
of the reasons why California products 
of this description do not find a wider 
market across the Atlantic, 

After saying that dried peaches, 
apricots and pears sell in Germany at 
22 to 25 cents a pound, and that the 
consumption is increaping, notwith- 
Standing these high prices, and stat- 
ing that freight by steamer from San 
Liege cr San Francisco to G:rmany, 
either via Panama or New Orleans, is 
about $10 per ton, and that the import 
duty is a trifle less than half a cent 
per pound, he goes on to say: 

‘But it appears, rather curiously, 


imported into Germany—and this is 
especially true of apricots—does not 
come direct from there, but has been 
carried by rail to Chi 
there repacked in boxes, sent by rai 
to New York or Baltimore, and shipped 
to Europe. Who or what is respon- 
sible for this complicated, 
method: of transit? So far as can be 
ascertained, the responsibility lies with 
the fruit-growers themselves, who de- 
cline to take the trouble to select and 
pack their dried fruits in boxes for ex- 
port, preferring to sell to representa- | 
tives of eastern houses. a conse- 
quence, Chicago and not San Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles, is now the prin- 
cipal export market for California dried 
fruits destined for Europe, and with

ELECTRICITY FROM WIND Pow. 
ER. Scarcely 4 week passes that does 
not bring to the front some new util- 
ization of electricity. One of the latest 
is the utilization of windmills to gen- 
erate electricity, for lighting, heating, 
motive power, etc. The American Ex- 
porter has the following in regard to 
the successful use of a windmill to gen- 
eate electric light: “A most success- 
ful electric light installation on some- 
what novel lines has been effected at 
a New Brunswick (N. J.,) lunatic asy- 
lum, Near the asylum is a piece of 
high ground, upon which a vertical 
windmill of ten horsepower has been 
erected, to be used for driving a dy- 
namo to generate electricity for charg- 
ing the storage cells at the institution. 
This windmill differs materially from 


in Holland and other Continental coun- 
tries, as well as the modern American 
type, all of which have to be brought 
up to the wind by means of a vane, or 
worked around by hand, thus losing 
time and wind. It is constructed to 
move in a horizontal plane about a 
verticle axis, thereby bringing quite a 
new feature into practice for the util- 
ization of the much-neglécted wind- 
power. It consists of eight semi-cy- 
lindrical boxes, each 12 feet long by 6 
feet, neatly and securely fixed on the 
ends of ht pitch pine arms 21 feet 
long and.6 inches square. These are 
connected to an upright shaft attached 
to a pit wheel, which moves a fly wheel 
connected with a ten-horsepower dy- 
namo. For two months the mill has 
worked steadily day and night without 
requiring any attention whatever, thus 
saving the wages of attendants. It is 
found to be exceptionally strong, and is 
unaffected by breezes which carry away 
windmills of ordinary construction. It 
ie fitted with an sutomatic ‘cut-out,’ 
which makes contact as the gearing is 
moved around, so that the electricity 
generated passes along the overhead 
wires to the cells, situated in a building 
150 yards distant. The machine takes 
up very little room, and it stands the 
wear and tear of work so well that it 
promises to become — in possibly a 
smaller size of cheaper construction—a

MADE BY GALLARDO. _ 


Allegation that Judge Hughes’s In- 
carceration at Highland,is the 
Work of People Who Wish to 
Keep Him Out of Possession of a 
Large Tract of Land. 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 31.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Horticul- 
tural Commission cases were argued 
before Judge Otis today (Tuesday) and 
formally submitted at 3:15 o’elock and 
taken under advisement by the court. 
The attorneys were given until Satur- 
day to file briefs, 

JUDGE HUGHES'S INSANITY. 

It wfll be remembered that a few 
days since F. F. Gallardo, a stranger in 
San Bernardino, had Judge Charles 8. 
Hughes taken from the Highland asy- 
lum for h on a complaint that he 
was not legally committed. Hughes 
was a prominent lawyer m Nevada, but 
for fifteen years has been kept in con- 
finement on the ground of fmsanity. 
Judge Campbell refused to set Hughes 
at liberty, after investigating the com- 
mitment. Dr. Campbell says that 
Hughes showed symptoms of insanity. 

Now F. F. Gallardo has filed another 
document in court in which he says 
that he was a law student of Judge 
Hughes, that Hughes acts now as he 
always acted; that he is not insane; 
that he’ owns thirty-three square miles 
of land in Santa Barbara county and 
certain city property; that he is kept 
in confinement as the result of a con- 
spiracy, the parties to the conspiracy 
having control and benefit of his prop- 
erty. and that Dr. Campbell of the 
asylum is a party to the conspiracy. 

Nothing is known here of Gallardo or 
Judge Hughes. Gallardo is an odd- 
looking individual, well advanced in 
years and might be credited from his 
appearance with complicity. in a crazy 
man's hallucination, When in court 
Judge Hughes kept incessantly picking 


at his clothing in a way suggestive of 
insanity.

THE COLUMBUS OF OLIVE CU T- 
TINGS. 


An item has been floating about in 
Aundreds of eastern newspapers for the 
past year concerning a Pomona man, 
who first found how to grow roots on 
olive cuttings no bigger than common 
matches, and to develop them into olive 
trees. The item is to the effect that 
this man learned a horticultural secret 
that has been worth millions of dollars 
to the olive industry of California, while 
he has since been working for laborer’s 
Wages in the Pomona nurseries. In 
the last few months many letters have 
come to Pomona asking «who is the 
man, and if. it is true that he remains 
a laborer, after his discovery has been 
of such vast aid to the horticultural 
interests of California. 

The man is Robert McLennan. He 
was employed in a big nursery in Cen- 
tral California fifteen years ago, where 
he conceived a plan for growing olive 
trees for nursery stock from cuttings, 
the same as he had grown thousands 
of roses. For several seasons his efforts 
were failures, but he finally learned how 
to keep a steady temperature and a 
certain. degree of moisture in the olive 
green-houses for several months at a 
time, and then the rooting of the cut- 
ting was accomplished. John 8. 
Calkins of Pomona, however, says that 
John Rock, a famous nurseryman in 
Central fornia, made the same ex- 
periments with olive cuttings at about 
the same time. 
Mr. McLennan has never made a dime 
by his discovery. He was foreman at 
the Pomona Experimental Station for 
three years, and for a year or two more 
worked in the nurseries here. He has 
now gone to Alameda, Cal., to do gard- 
ening. Previous to the finding of a 
way to grow olive trees from cuttings, 
an olive tree was grown from limbs, 
or truncheons, cut from olive trees. It 
will be seen that a tree would furnish 
but a limb or two each year, and it 
cost much money and years of time to 
get an olive grove. Twenty years ago 
an olive tree for orchard planting, cost 
anywhere from $5 to $10. Now they 
can be had for 10 or 12 cénts. Pomona 
grows over half a million of them every 
year. A single olive tree will furnish 
Several thousand cuttings.

ROASTED JOSS. 


WHOLFSALE RUIN ur 
IN A J0SS-HOUSE. 


Terrifying Calamity Falls Upon 
Chinatown—A Holiday Ends ina 
Disastrous Fire—The Joss Went 

‘Up in Flames and smoke. 

There is woe and desolation in China- 
town, for a mighty joss has gone to 
heaven in a cloud of smoke and the 

Costly trappings of his abiding-place 
are all ruined. The joss-house which 
puffered this dire misfortune last even- 
ine belongs to the Kwong On Com- 


; pany. It is at No, 432 Nigger alley. 


Fronting on Nigger alley and run- 
ning down Ferguson alley, in the west- 
ern part of the Chinese quarter, south- 

east of the plaza, stands an old two- 
el brick block. On the lower floor 
are shops of all kinds. A Jjoss- house 
occupied a portion of the upper floor 
and the remainder is a swarming hive 
of Asia ties. 

Yesterday was a holiday in China- 
town. The temple was crowded. with 


worshipers all day long. Everybody 
was busy shooting off flrecrack- 
ers, bombs, fireworks, etc., and 

pieces of red paper, cov- 


doors. All day long there was banging 


of gongs and tingling of mandolins in 
the joss- house. All the handsomest 
tapestries and most gorgeous banners 
had been brought out in honor of the 
occaslon. 

At 7:30 o' clock almost everyone had 
gone home. Three men only were still 
in the sacred apartment. But the gods 
must have been displeased by the way 
the day’s ceremonies were conducted. 
Perhaps they merely wished to give 
timely warning of some terrible im- 
pending calamity. A red wax candle, 


burning in honor of the god, was over- 


turned. A rich tapestry hanging near 
by burst into a blaze. The terrified 
Chinamen were unable to quench the 
flames. They fled in a panic, the word 
was carried to Chemical Engine House 
No. 1, which is sftuated only a block 
away, and a fire alarm turned in from 
the box on the corner of Alameda and 
Aliso streets. 

By the time the engines had arrived 
chemical No. 1 and engines No. 3 and 
8—the whole interior of the joss-housé 
was in a blaze and the smoke and 
flames pouring through the roof. The 
skilled fire-fighters directed the 
streams where they were most needed 
and in a few minutes. the fire was all 
over. 

A great crowd had gathered almost 
in an instant, pouring in from the 
thickly-populated region in which the 
joss-house stands. The Chinamen 
were intensely excited and jabbered 
away with a volubility that was amaz- 
ing. When the fire was at last out 
and the hose removed, the men con- 
nected with the Kwong On Company 
ventured timidly back to the ae 
One of the priests was the first to pen 


trate. He climbed up the stairs with 


candle in his hand. When he looked 
through the door which opens into the 
passage-way which leads into the joss- 
house, and saw the charred walls, and 
the floors ankle-deep with water, he 
almost began to cry. He drew off his 
socks and his slippers and waded gin- 
gerly in. When he saw the joss-house, 
he was well-nigh | heartbroken. The 
joss and all the little attendant images, 
the rich banners, the carved and lac- 
quered wood, the inlaid furniture—all 
had melted away into ashes. The 
great brass vessels were battered and 
black, and everything was a sloppy 
mess of charred wood and dirty water. 

The room in front, in which several 
Chinamen had been 3 was not 80 
wretched a sight the rest of the 
Place, but it was bia enough. 

No damage was done to the adjoin 
buildings or to any other part of that 
building, except the loss suffered in the 
store of the Kwong On Company, un- 
derneath. The water came running 
down in torrents on the merchandise 
stored there. The excited Owners set 
Pans to catch it, but it was much like 
the historic attempt to sweep back the 

ing waters of the ocean with a 
broom, But much of the goods in this 
store were sheltered under broad 
shelves or in tight lockers, so the dam- 
age by water was not great. 

The total loss is estimated as not less 

than $2000. But this sum does not cover 
the mental anguish whichh the China- 
men will suffer through the dread 
their gods have forsaken them and 
intend to punish them in some still 
worse way.
